WHEREAS,  The  JJAC  will  review  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  possible  legislative  and  budgetary  actions  regarding  a  wide  array  of  issues 
affecting  young  people  involved  in  the  juvenile  justice  system;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  resolution  establishing  the  JJAC  specified  a  sunset  date  of 
September  1,  2002;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  a  six  month  extension  for  the 
committee  on  September  23rd;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  extends  the  Juvenile  Justice  Advisory 
Committee's  term  of  operation  for  an  additional  3  months.

Resolution  urging  the  108th  Congress  to  pass  SB  333:  Elder  Justice  Act  to  provide 
coordination  of  differing  federal,  state,  and  local  elder  abuse  programs  to  better 
protect  and  serve  our  seniors. 


WHEREAS,  The  problem  of  elder  abuse,  neglect,  and  exploitation  has  long  been 
invisible  and  presents  among  the  gravest  issues  facing  millions  of  Americans;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Adult  Protective  Services  Unit  of  the  Department  of 
Aging  and  Adult  Services  receives  nearly  3,000  reports  of  abuse  each  year  and  furthermore, 
studies  indicate  that  only  one  in  five  incidents  of  abuse/neglect  get  reported;  and, 

WHEREAS,  States  and  counties  are  currently  fighting  elder  abuse  with  fragmented 
systems  and  scarce  resources  with  little  federal  support;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Elder  Justice  Act  of  2003  would  provide  dedicated  federal  resources 
to  support  state  and  county  efforts  to  address  elder  abuse;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  elimination  or  weakening  of  these  regulations  would  worsen  the 
effects  of  media  industry  consolidation  to  date,  as  ownership  deregulation  will  reduce 
competition,  local  accountability,  diversity  of  content  and  voices,  and  the  amount  and  quality 
of  news  coverage  in  broadcast  and  print  media  across  the  country,  while  providing  windfall 
profits  for  a  small  handful  of  corporations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  public  interest  is  best  served  by  the  availability  of  a  broadly  diverse 
range  of  viewpoints;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Media  diversity  is  seriously  threatened  by  further  consolidation  of  media

Resolution  authorizing  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  Single  Family  Mortgage  Revenue  Bonds,  Draw  Down  Series  2003-1,  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $49,000,000;  authorizing  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  a  Trust  Indenture,  and  a  Bond  Purchase  Contract;  Authorizing  the  Mayor,  in 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  make  any  necessary  or  advisable  modifications, 
changes,  or  additions  to  any  of  the  bond  documents  and  authorizing  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  and  approving  other  related  documents  and  actions  in  connection 
therewith. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Charter  (the  "Charter")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  including  Section  9.107(3)  thereof,  and  the  Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond 
Law  (Chapter  43  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code)  enacted  pursuant  to  Ordinance  No.  245- 
81,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  "City")  on  May  13,  1981,  as  supplemented  by  Chapters  1-5  of  Part  5  of  Division 
31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the  State  of  California  (collectively,  the  "Law"),  the  City  is 
authorized  to  incur  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of  financing  home  mortgages  authorized  by 
the  Law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  has  heretofore  determined  and  hereby  further  declares  that  it  is 
necessary,  essential  and  a  public  purpose  for  the  City  to  finance  homes  pursuant  to  the  Law 
in  order  to  increase  the  housing  supply  in  the  City  for  persons  and  families  within  the  income 
limitations  established  by  the  Law;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  adopted  a  Home  Mortgage  Finance  Program  (the  "Program")  for 
such  purpose,  and  has  determined  from  time  to  time  to  borrow  money  for  such  purpose 
through  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  as  authorized  by  the  Law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  September  1999,  the  City  caused  to  be  issued  its  Single  Family 
Mortgage  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Draw  Down  Series  1999,  currently  outstanding  in  the 
approximate  principal  amount  of  $15,177,000  (the  "Prior  Bonds"),  the  proceeds  of  which  were 
applied  to  refund  previously  issued  single  family  mortgage  revenue  bonds  of  the  City  issued  to 
finance  home  mortgages  for  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  Law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  further  the  purposes  of  the  Program  to  offer  first-time  home 
buyers  the  lowest  possible  interest  rates  and  favorable  loan  terms  the  City  now  proposes  to 
issue  its  interim  facility  mortgage  revenue  bonds  (defined  below  as  the  "2003-1  Bonds"); 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  received  from  the  State  of  California  Debt  Limit  Allocation 
Committee  ("CDLAC")  an  allocation  of  $8,643,906  to  issue  qualified  mortgage  bonds  in 
accordance  with  Section  146  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code") 
and  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  State  of  California  Government  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  2003-1  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under 
Section  103  of  the  Code,  only  if  the  2003-1  Bonds  are  approved  in  accordance  with  Section 
147(f)  of  the  Code;  and. 

WHEREAS,  Tne  Code  requires  that  prior  to  issuance,  mortgage  revenue  bonds  be 
approved  by  the  applicable  elected  representatives  of  the  governmental  unit  issuing  such 
bonds,  after  a  public  hearing  held  following  reasonable  public  notice;  and. 

WHEREAS,  There  was  published  on  January  14,  2003,  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  hearing,  in  the  Independent,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general 
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circulation  in  the  City,  a  notice  that  a  public  hearing  regarding  the  2003-1  Bonds  would  be 
held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on  January  28,  2003;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  determined  to  conduct  a  supplemental  public  hearing  in 
accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code,  in  order  to  accommodate  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Bonds  that  may  be  issued  for  the  purposes  described  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  was  published  on  March  4,  2003,  not  less  than  fourteen  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  hearing,  in  the  Independent,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  City,  a  notice  that  a  public  hearing  regarding  the  2003-1  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on  March  18,  2003;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is  the  applicable 
elective  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  2003-1  Bonds  and  the 
Program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Said  public  hearings  were  held  on  March  18,  2003  before  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing,  and  there  was  an  opportunity  to  present  arguments  for  and  against  the 
issuance  of  the  2003-1  Bonds  and  the  nature  and  location  of  the  Program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  refund  the  Prior  Bonds  and  to  provide  interim  financing  for  the 
Program  the  City  has  determined  to  issue  its  Single  Family  Mortgage  Revenue  Bonds,  Draw 
Down  Series  2003-1  (the  "2003-1  Bonds"),  in  the  maximum  cumulative  principal  amount  not 
to  exceed  $49,000,000,  the  proceeds  of  which  will  be  applied  to  (i)  refund  the  maturing 
principal  or  redemption  price,  as  applicable,  of  portions  of  the  Prior  Bonds,  or  (ii)  further  the 
purposes  of  the  Program  by  providing  interim  financing  through  the  purchase  of  mortgages  to 
be  owned  by  persons  of  eligible  income  (including  preservation  of  federal  private  activity 
volume  allocable  to  the  City);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  anticipates  that,  on  or  about  April  8,  2003,  the  2003-1  Bonds  will 
be  issued  and  the  Prior  Bonds  will  be  redeemed  in  full  under  the  terms  of  the  indenture  (the 
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"Prior  Indenture")  for  the  Prior  Bonds,  and  that  funds  held  under  the  Prior  Indenture  will  be 
paid  to  the  City  by  the  trustee  thereunder  free  and  clear  of  the  Prior  Indenture;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  2003-1  Bonds  will  be  issued  under  provisions  of  a  Trust  Indenture  (as 
described  below)  pursuant  to  which  the  City  will  assign  to  the  trustee  named  thereunder 
(hereinafter  the  "Trustee"),  for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  of  the  2003-1  Bonds,  the  revenues 
and  receipts  to  be  derived  from  any  investment  agreement,  the  2003-1  Bonds  and  other 
money  and  securities  held  by  the  Trustee  under  the  terms  of  the  Indenture;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Merrill  Lynch  Portfolio  Management  Inc.,  as  purchaser  of  the  2003-1 
Bonds  (the  "Bond  Purchaser"),  has  agreed  to  purchase  the  2003-1  Bonds  upon  the  proposed 
terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract  (the  "  Bond  Purchase  Contract") 
from  the  Bond  Purchaser  to  be  accepted  and  approved  by  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  to  exist,  to  have  happened  and  to 
have  been  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  2003-1  Bonds  and  the 
implementation  of  the  Program  as  contemplated  by  this  Resolution  exist,  have  happened  and 
have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  as  required  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California,  including  the  Law;  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

1 .  Pursuant  to  the  Law  and  the  Indenture  (hereinafter  defined),  revenue  bonds  of 
the  City,  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Single  Family  Mortgage  Revenue 
Refunding  Bonds,  Draw  Down  Series  2003  (the  "2003-1  Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $49,000,000  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued.

into  this  Resolution  by  reference,  with  such  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  shall 
approve,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  thereof.

The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any 
and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  described  in  the  Indenture,  any  bond  purchase 
contract,  any  investment  agreement  (provided  that  the  provider  thereof  shall  have  a  credit 
rating  in  not  less  than  one  of  the  two  highest  rating  categories  of  a  nationally  recognized  rating 
agency),  any  warehousing  agreement  or  any  other  documents  herein  approved,  which  they, 
or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance 
and  delivery  of  the  2003-1  Bonds  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  and  resolutions 
heretofore  adopted  by  the  City  and  in  order  to  carry  out  the  Program.

Charter. 

10.  The  officers  of  the  City  authorized  and  directed  to  perform  on  behalf  of  the  City 
the  actions  authorized  hereby  shall  perform  such  actions  in  such  manner  as  will  promote,  to 
the  extent  consistent  with  sound  financial  planning,  the  public  purposes  of  the  Program, 
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including  producing  new  housing  stock  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income 
and  making  financing  available  to  first  time  home  buyers. 

1 1 .  The  Mayor  or  other  appropriate  officer  is  hereby  further  authorized  and  directed, 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  effect  the  sale  of  the  2003  A  Bonds  to  the  Federal  National 
Mortgage  Association  and  to  execute  a  Bond  Purchase  Contract  in  substantially  the  form 
presented  to  the  Board  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  incorporated 
into  this  Resolution  by  reference,  with  such  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  shall 
approve,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  thereof.

WHEREAS,  After  graduating  from  New  York  College  in  1917,  A.  Philip  Randolph 
became  the  first  African-American  to  run  for  New  York  State  Controller;  and,

Porters  to  get  Black  Pullman  car  porters  shorter  hours  and  more  wages  with  the  Pullman 
Company;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  fighting  for  the  African-American  Pullman  car  porters,  in  1937,  A. 
Philip  Randolph  established  a  contract  for  the  Brotherhood  of  Sleeping  Car  Porters  as  the 
first  Black  organized  workers  union  to  ever  have  a  contract  with  any  company;  and,

WHEREAS,  in  1915  the  Ottoman  Turkish  Government  initiated  a  Genocidal  campaign 
against  Armenians;  and 

WHEREAS,  1 .5  million  Armenians  were  killed  as  a  result  of  this  Genocide;  and 
WHEREAS,  to  this  day,  this  historical  fact  is  denied  by  the  current  Turkish  government;

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  most  densely 
populated  urban  environments  in  the  United  States  where  an  ever  increasing  number  of 
motorists  compete  for  street  space  with  pedestrians,  bicyclists  and/or  persons  who  utilize  the 
public  transit  system;  and,

Resolution  urging  City  Departments  to  consider  a  CEDAW  gender  analysis  and  impact 
on  the  City's  Equal  Access  to  City  Services  For  Limited  English  Speakers  Ordinance 
prior  to  proposing  departmental  budget  and/or  staff  cuts. 

WHEREAS,  A  human  rights  framework  promotes  the  dignity  of  all  people  and  gender 
analysis  within  a  human  rights  framework  ensures  the  equity  between  women  and  men  in  the 
cultural,  economic,  social,  civil,  and  political  arenas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  50  percent  of  the  current  population  of  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  are  women  and  girls,  whereby  displaying  that  a  gender  analysis  is  necessary  when 
considering  budgetary  and  service  cuts  to  ensure  a  gender  equitable  distribution  of  resources, 
employment  and  the  provision  of  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Gender  analysis  is  intended  to  result  in  budgetary  allocations  for  women 
and  men  based  on  the  different  impact  of  services  and  employment  practices;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  five  step  process  for  gender  analysis,  proposed  by  the  San  Francisco 
Commission  and  Department  on  the  Status  of  Women,  should  be  utilized  as  a  guideline  for

WHEREAS,  The  first  step  in  conducting  gender  analysis  includes  the  collection  of  data, 
which  includes  quantitative  and  qualitative  data  analysis;  and,

public,  aggregated  by  gender,  race  and  other  identities,  and, 

WHEREAS,  Other  identities  include  but  are  not  limited  to  those  areas  of  prohibited 
discriminatory  members  of  classes  as  outlined  in  Article  33  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  Section  3303;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Qualitative  data  includes  descriptive  information  through  focus  groups  with 
employees  and  members  of  the  public,  and  interviews  with  department  staff;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  second  step  is  to  analyze  the  data  collected  from  step  one  and  is 
designed  to  help  departments  understand  how  gender  and  other  identities  that  intersect  are 
impacted  in  day-to-day  operations  along  with  its  impact  on  the  department's  employees  and 
the  communities  it  serves;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  third  step  is  formulating  specific  recommendations  to  prevent 
discrimination  based  on  gender  and  other  identities  in  the  City's  practices  and  policies.  The 
data  that  is  collected  and  analyzed  from  step  one  and  two  is  given  to  the  Commission  and 
Department  on  the  Status  of  Women  and  the  Convention  on  the  Elimination  of  All  Forms  of 
Discrimination  Against  Women  ("CEDAW")  Task  Force  for  review  and  analysis  so  that 
recommendations  can  be  made  for  implementing  the  principles  of  CEDAW  in  each 
department;  and,
